The purpose of the program guide is to provide complete, accurate listings of the programs broad- 
cast by KRAB, and to establish a direct, exclusive communications link between the station and its 
_ supporters, We are essentially broadcasters (as we keep telling ourselves, especially when something 
goes wrong with the guide) and the thrash of writing, printing, collating, stapling and mailing a pro- 
gram guide is often tedious and costly, especially when the time involved could better be used improv- 
ing the broadcasts, Still, we believe the program guide to be an important service to those people 
who support the station, 

With this first monthly guide, we have attempted to lessen the burden of guide publication. Through 
the sale of advertising, we have been able to have this guide printed, collated and stapled by a pro- 
fessional printer, thus eliminating a great deal of staff and volunteer effort. Additionally, a 
monthly guide will cost less to produce than a bi-weekly guide, an important consideration for this in- 
credibly poor station. 

The most impOrtant factor, though, is whether the monthly guide can adequately inform subscrib- 
ers of KRAB's programming. An initial concern was that too long a delay would occur between arrival 
and scheduling for programs of timely importance. We have attempted to solve that by scheduling a 
great deal of open time. Each evening at 7:00 p.m. (6:00 p.m. on Saturday only) we will announce the 
complete schedule for that night, as well as the content of the open hours for the next few nights. 
(That announcement is scheduled as KRAB NOTES FOR THE NIGHT.) 2 

The monthly guide is an experiment. If, for some reason, it doesn't work out, we will go back 
to a bi-weekly guide in three months. Hopefully, we will be able to keep the guide in this form and 
thus have more time to improve the broadcasting of the station. But the decision is up to the sub- 
scribers, and we welcome your opinions. If you have any questions, or ideas, or help, or advertising, 
or left-over ham and cheese sandwiches, call us during the weekday, or come by, or send a letter.
